over the oceans, 
along 
routes as 
definite as those of the gulf stream, 
the Labrador current and the great 
Pacific currents. 
These air streams are exceptions 
to the general storm trend of the 
temperate zone of 
the 
northern 
hemisphere, 
which

eastward. 
They 
are 
long, 
windy 
fingers 
stretching northward 
toward the 
pole, 
S h ip p in g R o u te* 
They reach so I ar north of regu­ 
lar shipping routes 
that 
not 
so 
much is known about them. 
Avia­ 
tion has stimulated 
interest 
and 
Colonel Lindbergh's flight is likely 
to accomplish much more. 
Although definitely fixed

the maps as the ocean currents, 
they are not as steady. Rather are

I of continents, which flow intermit- 
t tently. now dry and now torrents.

During the past year farmers in 
Adams county have been showing a 
marked interest In winter barley as 
a feed crop to be substituted In 
place of low priced wheat. 
Last 
summer there were some yields of 
barley averaging from 45 to 65 
bushels per acre. 
If sowed about 
two weeks before the beet seeding 
date for wheat, winter berley will 
usually out yield wheat by nearly 
50%. 
Although winter barley is not 
tpiite as hearty as wheat it appears 
th at it is fairly safe under Adams 
county conditions. There are many 
berley fields throughout the county 
th at are exceptionally Ane and there 
were many fields th at were not so 
good in some instances it was neces­ 
sary to substitute another crop but 
this was also true with some of the 
Wheat fields which was caused by 
the dry weather last year. 
Clean Seed 
One of the big problems last fall 
was that of locating good clean seed 
and as a result many acres were 
seeded with rather poor seed and as 
a result heavy mixture* of wheat and 
rye appear in the barley fields. 
There is every reason to believe th at 
local barley is better adapted than 
barley which is imported from sec­ 
tions 
south 
of 
Adams 
county. 
Farmers who have winter barley 
which would be satisfactory for seed 
can do a real service by selling it 
for seed instead of selling it for 
teed. 
Last summer barley was sold dur­ 
ing the early part of the season at 
60 cents per bushel for feeding pur­ 
poses while It would have been 
worth 
a 
$1.00 
for 
seed 
pur­ 
poses had this fact only been known. 
Farmers who purpose to tow winter 
barley this fall should arrange at 
this time to locate good seed and 
thus avoid extra expense and disap­ 
pointment later. 
Barley Is subject to several dis­ 
eases and smut. 
Satisfactory con­ 
trol was secured on the farms of A. 
B. C. Williams, York Spring*; Roy 
Weaner, Gettysburg R. 7; George 
Oeiselman. Hanover R 5, and Roy 
Bream. Gettysburg R 4, by treating 
the seed with a dust containing 
mercury and formaldehyde. 
Free Weed* 
Needless to say the seed should 
be free of weeds such as thistles, 
mustard, etc. The principal variety 


of winter barley is the heeded Ten­ 
nessee 
winter. 
There are some 
smooth or beardless strains but e x / 
perience in Maryland indicate th a t 
these are notJ so winter hearty and 
shatter very badly if handled with! 
anything but a combined harvester* 
and'thresher. 
The rate of seeding 
should be about two bushels of 
clean seed peri acre and in some in­ 
stances it may be advisable to sow 
as much as 9 to Iff pecks per acre.s

Early Struggles With 
Indians Part of History

QUARRELS OVER 
BOUNDARY LINE 


Few of the thousands who 
will stop in Fairfield the last 
half of this week, to enjoy its 
hospitality and-to be amused 
by the many attractions of 
the home-coming festival, will 
realize the historical back­ 
ground of the small commun­ 
ity and its environs. 
Fairfield, as it is now and 
as it was more than a hun­ 
dred years ago, is the center 
of a rich section of farmland 
that attracted the eye of some 
of the earliest 
settlers of 
Pennsylvania. 
It came into 
being 
first 
in 
1801 
when 
Squire William Miller had th e 
site surveyed and named th e 
place Millerstown after him­ 
self, the town’s founder. 
The story of the commun­ 
ity is inextricably linked with 
the saga of the western end 
of Adams county, scene of 
many a bloody combat during 
the 
past 
two centuries 
in 
which early settlers warred 
over broad acres of rich •farm 
lands. Indians retaliating for 
the wrongs, fancied or real, 
that they blamed on the w hite 
•♦♦tiers, 
and 
one 
of 
the 
towns visited by Confederate 
bands in the North during the 
early years of the Civil war. 
Lying in H&miltonban township. 
Fairfield Is the center of the com­ 
munity that had a bloody beginning 
In the struggles between the settlers 
of th' province of Pennsylvania and 
the province of Maryland, long be­ 
fore the French and Indian wars. 
Since there was no clearly defined 
line between the two provinces, the ] 
owners in Baltimore and in Phila­ 
delphia often sold disputed lands 
From Baltimore came the residents 
of “Carrolls Delight” an undefined 
section of lower Adams county, that 
extends into the present Franklin 
township aa well as Hamiltonban. 
From 
Philadelphia came settlers 
sold lands by the proprietors of 
Penn's Woods, and both claimed the 
others to be squatters. 
Manor of Masque 
The huge ‘ manor of Masque” 
which Included something over 40.- 
900 acres also lay in the south­ 
western section of Adams county 
along the branches of the Marsh 
creek. This tract, laid out by sur­ 
veyors who found belligerent settlers 
ready to oppose them with arms if 
need be to protect their hearth- 
atones, was selected by the Penns, 
the owners of Pennsylvania, for a 
huge country estate. 
While history 
does not record it, one of the Penns, 
themselves, must have made a trip 
into what is now Adams county 
while it was still part of Lancaster 
county almost 200 years ago and 
found the vistas made by its hills 
and valleys, with small streams here 
and there and the background of the 
green mountains, a very pleasant 
place to live and decided to make it 
an estate similar to that owned by 
noblemen in “merrie England.” 
In 
fact the name came from such a 
landed estate owned by a relative of 
the Penns in England. 
“Carroll’■ Delight” 
To the south of this Manor lay 
“Carroll’s Delight,” so called because 
it had been bought by a Carroll 
. from Lord Baltimore of Maryland 


' for an estate similar to Penn's Ma­ 
nor. It was not known at that time 
that it lay in Pennsylvania as no 
survey west of the Susquehanna had 
been made. 
Parcels of “Carroll’s 
Delight” were sold to various set­ 
tlers and it was not until after the 
Revolutionary war that the title was 
finally settled. 
In the struggles for the fertile 
lands of southern Adams county ex­ 
tending east as far as Littlestown, 
various instances of bloodshed are 
reported. Sometimes it was a Mary­ 
lander and other times it was a 
Pennsylvania man who lost his life 
in the struggle between the two fac­ 
tions. For a time, the section in dis­ 
pute, because it was claimed by both 
Penn and Lord Baltimore, came bo

How many times in the hectic days of 1862 and 1863 that rumor elec­ 
trified the countryside, and as many times as the word was passed along 
most of the fanners hurriedly drove cattle and horses into the hills In an 
effort to outwit the bands of Confederates that from time to time made ‘ 
foraging expeditions into Nortlvem territory 
And one day in August in 1862 the*| 
rumor became a fact for into Fair­ 
field rode that dashing Confederate 
cavalryman, J. E. B. Stuart, with a 
band of adventurous followers at his 
back. 
Raid General Store 
On th*1 site where the Fairfield 
National bank now stands was lo­ 
cated th*1 general store of Paxton 
and MuCreary with the ppst office 
in the rear of the storeroom. John 
Paxton, who was ill that day, had 
not coni to the store and Hill Mc- 
Creary, learning of Stuart’s ap­ 
proach. had locked the store. 
On 
entering the town, the Confederates, 
having inquired about the proprie­ 
tors of the store, went to the Mc­ 
Cleary home and having demanded 
the key took from the shelves dry 
goods, shoes and general merchan­ 
dise. 
Bolts of calico were opened 
and dragged wantonly through the 
dusty streets while shoes and other 
goods lacking in interest to the 
men in gray, were scattered broad­ 
cast. 
Take Two Prisoners

C. Swope to send hts watch and a 
few other treasured articles to his 
family. A plate on the 8wope home 
notes the passing 
of 
Lieutenant 
Balder at this place. 
Lose Engagement 
In the meantime, the blue had 
gotten themselves into trouble, for 
they had met up with Hie Sixth 
Virginia cavalry a mile and a half 
north of Fairfield.

Major Starr, commander of the 
Sixth New York regulars, would not 
allow his men to deploy across the 
tract as they desired. 
They were 
forced to meet the enemy in solid 
formation. 
The rebels spread out 
through .the fields of standing rip­ 
ened wheat.

mediately to the Blythe home. 
One of his incensed command said 
he wished it had been the major’s 
head instead of his arm.

In the church, boards were laid 
across the top* of the pews to form 
beds for the wounded and Sis. who 
peered into the windows, saw Hint 
the Confederates were placed to the 
left and th# Union soldiers to the, 
right.’

Bine and Gray Together, 
Their places in the improvised 
hospital was the only noticeable 
distinction between the blue and the 
gray lying wounded within.

Fairfield Has 
(Continued from First Page) 
be known as no m an’s land and the 
settlers did not feel allegiance to 
neither Pennsylvania nor Maryland* 
paying taxes in neither province. 
Indian Troubles 
During the same period, the In ­ 
dian troubles occurred and settlers 
i 
in the western part of the county j 
were in constant fear of Indian 
raids. 
The French and Indians 
were at war with the English settlers 
and the section around Fairfield was 
on the western border of the prov­ 
ince. 
It was during this time th at 
the Jamison family was massacred 
in Buchanan Valley, northwest of 
Fairfield and Mary Jamison was 
carried into captivity to become an 
Indian squaw. 
The Bard incident a t Virginia 
Mills, west of the present town of 
Fairfield in the foothill* of the 
South Mountains, also occurred dur­ 
ing this period. Richard Bard, hjs 
family and four others were taken 
prisoners by a party of 19 Delaware 
Indians at Virginia Mills in 1758. 


the head of one of their favorite 
cows, where it had been butchered 
to stock up the itinerates* larder, 
the boys turned homeward, sick a t 
heart. 
Certificates, promising remunera­ 
tion for confiscated stock, were is­ 
sued, many of which may be found 
today in dusty lockers of the citi­ 
zens of Fairfield and vicinity. 


The effect on the early settlers of 
this section was tremendous as can 
be gleaned from the comment made 
by Hazzard, a historian of early 
Pennsylvania history, who declares 
that before the wars there were 
many inhabitants west of the Sus­ 
quehanna but th a t after 1756 many 
had riled to safer points. 
■ * 
Block House 
Most of the settlers after the Jam ­ 
ison and Bard incidents sought 
refuge in a block house at Arendts­ 
ville. 
The next hundred years of history 
in the Fairfield country are almost 
without event. 
The revolutionary 
war came and went without seri­ 
ously affecting the countryside al­ 
though many of its sons left to bear 
arms for the rebelling provinces, 
many never returning, and the farm 
folk also lived in constant fear of a 
repetition of the Indian disasters 
that befell border peoples in the 
country farther north and west. 
With the arrival of the railroad in 
the early thirties, and later. Fair­ 
field seemed in line for a boom as 
Thaddeus Stevens planned his rail­ 
road to the west. This road was not 
completed until after the Civil war 
and is now part of the Western 
Maryland system. 
The mineral wealth of the section 
surrounding Fairfield has also a t­ 
tracted the attention of men for 
scores of years. Copper mines were 
operated in various sections of the 
mountains near Fairfield on differ-

Fairfield again came into the lime­ 
light in the Civil war. It was visited 
on many occasions by Confederate 
troops who found it the gateway to 
the industrial east, although they 
never advanced much further than 
the gateway. 
J. E. B. Stuart and 
his cavalry paid it a foraging visit 
in 1862 and cleaned out the gran­ 
aries and stables, while Fairfield saw 
General Lee and the flower of the 
Confederacy in full retreat? in 1863 
after the battle of Gettysburg. 
In 
fact, Fairfield knew of it before 
General Meade, who had defeated 
the Southern general.
